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Rogers Morton 
To Be GOP 
Party Chief 


Murray Chotiner 
Shunted Aside 
As 'Condition' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon has solved his first 
major intraparty problem by 
naming Maryland Congressman 
Rogers C.B. Morton as GOF na­ 
tional chairman and relegating 
former campaign advisor Mur­ 
ray Chotiner to a nonpublic role. 
Morton told a news confer­ 
ence Wednesday he decided to 
take the job after he and Choti­ 
ner had “agreed that his (Choti- 
ner’s) experience and capacities 
could be better utilized else­ 
where” than on the committe. 
Chotiner 
managed 
Nixon’s 
campaigns until 1956 when a 
Senate investigating committee 
called him on the carpet for a1 
leged influence peddling. 
He had predicted he would 
operate the committee as execu­ 
tive director while the new 
chairman would devote his time 
primarily to making speeches. 
Morton denied making any 
“stipulations” or imposing “re­ 
strictions” on his acceptance of 
the Chairmanship, succeeding 
Ray Bliss. 
That wasn’t quite the way 
many high ranking Republicans 
heard it. 
Their version was this: 
President Nixon had told Cho­ 
tiner he wanted him to be the 
executive director of the com­ 
mittee. But Morton balked at 
having the Los Angeles lawyer 
run the show while he served as 
front man. 
Presidential 
assistants 
as­ 
sured Morton, who was floor 
manager for Nixon at the Mi­ 
ami Beach, Fla., nominating 
convention, that he wouldn’t 
have to take Chotiner if he took 
the chairmanship. 
But Morton insisted he wanted 
direct won] from Nixon that 
Chotiner would not be on the 
committee. 
Morton got that word Wednesc 
day when Herbert G. Klein, the 
administration’s 
director 
of 
communications, 
announced 
from the White House that Nix­ 
on was recommending the tow­ 
ering Maryland congressman—. 
6-feet-6, 229 pounds—for chair­ 
man and Chotiner would not be 
with the committee.

Push Ban 
On Drilling 
In Lake Erie 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Supporters of a bill to prohibit 
drilling oil and gas in Lake 
Erie have urged its passage “to 
protect the water supply of mil­ 
lions of people living along the 
lake.” 
Ray Roth, chief civil engineer 
with Cleveland’s Bureau of In­ 
dustrial Waste, told the House 
State Government Committee 
Wednesday night that 3.4 mil 
liin people living in the Greater 
Cleveland Area drink lake water 
He added that 700 million gal 
Ions of water a day are pumped 
from the lake. 
Roth said Cleveland’s water 
supply could be jeopardized by 
the decision of one man—the 
director of the Department of 
Natural Resources who now has 
the power to issue drilling per­ 
mits. 
Mrs. Richard L. Smith of 
Cleveland, representing the Citi­ 
zens for Clean Air and Water, 
Inc., testified that Ohio can’t al­ 
low a oil leak like the one in 
Santa Barbara, Calif., to occur 
in Lake Erie. 
“Our water filtration plants 
can’t separate oil from water,” 
Mrs. Smith said. 
State Rep. George V. Voino- 
vich, R-53 Cleveland, sponsor of 
the bill, said the authority for 
drilling in Lake Erie should rest 
with the legislature, not a de­ 
partment head. 
“The department doesn’t seem 
to appreciate the fact that Lake 
Erie is the source of water for 
northeastern Ohio,” he said, ex­ 
plaining that two years ago it 
wanted to issue permits. 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The space agency today post­ 
poned the Apollo 9 launching 
three days, from Friday until 
Monday, because of colds suf­ 
fered by the three astronauts 
who are to fly the 10-day earth 
orbit mission. 
The launch was reset for l l 
a.m. EST Monday. 
The decision was made after 
doctors examined the three as­ 
tronauts, Air Force Cols. James 
A. McDivitt and David R. Scott 
and 
c i v i l i a n

L. 
Schweickart. 
The trio came down with sore 
throats 
and 
stuffy 
noses 
Wednesday. 
There was concern at the time 
that the launching might have 
to be delayed anywhere from 
one to five days because of the 
illnesses. 
The astronauts took medicine, 
drank plenty of liquids and rest­ 
ed 12 hours Wednesday night. 
They awoke in “good spirits” 
today and underwent a 45-min- 
ute medical exam. 
After the thorough throat and 
nasal exam, the doctors pro­ 
nounced the pilots improved but 
felt it wise to delay the flight to 
give them plenty of time to re­ 
cover and to rest for what has 
been termed the most complex 
man in space flight ever at­ 
tempted. 
The countdown on the giant 
Saturn 5 rocket and spacecraft, 
which had progressed on sched­ 
ule, was to continue down to 
nine hours before the original 
planned liftoff and then will be 
held until Monday. 
It was the first time after 18 
U.S. man-in-space flights that a 
launching had been delayed by 
illness.

TOKYO (AP) — A Japanese 
antiwar group is looking for 
a new escape route for U.S. de­ 
serters because some who went 
to Sweden disclosed how they 
were taken out of Japan. 
The newspaper Yomiuri Shim- 
bun reported that one of the 
servicemen, Philip Callicoat of 
Mansfield, Ohio, told U.S. au­ 
thorities about the route after 
he and another deserter, Edwin 
C. Arnett, 29, of Bradford. Pa., 
surrendered at the U.S. Embas­ 
sy in Stockholm because they 
were “fed up with the life of a 
fugitive.” 
Callicoat reportedly said he, 
Arnett, and four others—Joseph 
L. Kmetz, 27, of New York City, 
Mark A. Shapiro of Marshall. 
Minn., Terry M. Whitmore of 
Memphis. Tenn., and Kenneth 
C. Griggs, 21, an adopted South 
Korean orphan from Boise, Ida­ 
ho, were smuggled out of Japan 
aboard a fishing boat, picked up 
by a Soviet fishing boat, and 
token to an island for a flight to 
Moscow and then Stockholm. 
The six were in Japan on 
leave from Vietnam.

DuPont Plant 
Plays Role In 
Space Flight 


A bit of Circleville, product 
of the local DuPont plant, will 
orbit the earth when the lunar 
module is tested on the manned 
flight scheduled for lift off 
Monday from Gape Kennedy. 
A c r i t i c a l l y important 
material to the U.S. space 
program called “Repton” Is 
made in Circleville by DuPont. 
It is an amber colored plastic 
film which, when aluminized 
provides thermal insulation on 
the lunar module and insulates 
the suit of the astronaut who 
eventually will step onto the 
moon’s surface. 
The polyimide film is the 
result of DuPont research which 
began in 1955. Today, 165 people 
are employed in its manufac­ 
ture in Circleville. 
“Kapton” is so tough that it 
takes 25,000 pounds per square 
inch of force to pull apart a 
sheet just one-thousandth of an 
inch thick. It has no melting 
point; it extinguishes itself if 
ignited and can stand tem­ 
perature ranges from 450 
degrees 
below 
zero to 750 
degrees above. 


Pueblo Sailor 
Urges Better 
POW Training 


CORONADO, Calif. (AP) — A 
Pueblo crewman college-trained 
in psychology said Wednesday 
he and his shipmates would 
have been better prepared for 
their treatment by North Ko­ 
rean captors if they had re­ 
ceived the resistance training 
given U.S. combat phots. 
Crewmen testifying so far at a 
six-week-old Navy court of in­ 
quiry have said they had no 
such training. 
“If we were trained,” Store­ 
keeper 3.C. Edward S. Russell 
of Glendale. Calif., testified, 
“we would have known how the 
others among us were acting. 
“But being alone, we did not 
know what the others were 
doing. 
Tile North Koreans tried to 
prevent communication among 
the prisoners during the first 
part of their 11-month detention, 
he said. 
Guards also used “classical 
conditioning,” said Russell, 25, 
who has a degree in psychology 
from the University of Southern 
California. 
“We would he rewarded if we 
did good and punished if we did 
bad,” he said. “I don’t think the 
crew did anything to be reward­ 
ed for. We were just trying to 
keep them off our backs.” 
Psychological factor in the 
crew’s favor, he added, was 
their “great faith in their coun­ 
try and in the captain.” 
But on the whole, he said, the 
crew was “psychologically un­ 
prepared” for capture by the 
North Koreans. 
Racial prejudice figured in 
brutality from prison guards, 
said Russell: “The guards don’t 
like white people too well.” 


President Arrives In Rome 
After Visit To West Berlin 


ROME (AP) — President Nix­ 
on took a tumultuous salute 
from West Berliners today and 
told them all people who want 
freedom are Berliners. Then he 
came to tightly guarded Rome 
where a crowd hoisted him to 
its shoulders. 
On the way into this ancient 
city, the President’s motorcade 
came to a halt. Nixon got out 
and plunged into the crowd and 
up he went onto shoulders. 
As he did in Berlin Nixon 
waved his arms in exuberance 
and delight. 
The motorcade moved on aft­ 
er five minutes to the palace of 
the Italian president. 
Nixon flew to the Italian capi­ 
tal after hundreds of thousands 
of West Berliners roared ap­ 
proval when the President en­ 
dorsed the U.S. commitment to 
defend 
that 
isolated 
sector. 
There were also some jeers 
from students, and one snowball 
hit his car. 
Paraphrasing President John 
F. Kennedy’s 1963 “Ich bin ein 
Berliner” (I am a Berliner) 
speech. Nixon declared: 
“In the sense that the people 
of Berlin stand for freedom and 
peace, all the people of the 
world who want freedom are 
truly Berliners. 
“Remember, we are always 
with you.” 
About 7,000 Berlin policemen 
stood vigil during Nixon’s swung 
through West Berlin. 
As the procession passed the 


bombed-out Kaiser Wilhelm Me­ 
morial 
Church, 
now a peace 
monument, a group of students 
shouted “Sieg heil’’ and other 
uncomplimentary r e m a r k s . 
They threw’ nail-studded snow­ 
balls at police and tossed paint 
into the street. But it was a 
weak effort by 300 or 300 youths 
and other Berliners scuffled 
with 
them. 
Police 
arrested 
about 22 persons. 
An American source said a 
snowball hit the driver’s window 
of the President’s special car. 
In Rome, Nixon won a pledge 
of support from Italian Presi 
dent Giuseppe Saragat for his 
plan to negotiate with the Soviet 
government. 
In a welcoming speech at the 
airport, Italy’s first Socialist 
p r e s i d e n t called 
Nixon’s 
planned talks with Moscow “a 
great dialogue between East 
and West.” 
Saragat, in an apparent shot 
at French President Charles de 
Gaulle’s policy of exclusion to­ 
ward Britain and other nations, 


warned that Europe would he 
able to make a decisive contd- j 
button to the peace dialogue 
only if it “finds through unity 
the 
necessary 
dimension 
to 
master its destiny.” 
Saragat’s remarks set the ex­ 
pected tone of the talks Nixon 
will have with him and leading 
members of the government. 
They will express intense inter­ 
est in European unity, includ­ 
ing full British participation, 
tile right of the European com­ 
munity to develop in its way and 
an easing of tensions between 
East and West that could ulti­ 
mately lead to the dissolution of 
military blocs on the continent. 
With S»aragat at Ciampino Air­ 
port was Premier Mariano Ru­ 
mor, head of the center-left gov­ 
ernment coalition of Roman 
Catholics and Socialists. 
Prepared for the worst in a 
city plagued for the past year 
by disorders and agitation po­ 
lice had called in reinforce­ 
ments from all parts of Italy to 
bolster security during the Pres­ 
ident’s visit.

Through apprenticeship train 
tog inmates can qualify as 
journeymen artisans and mem­ 
bers of trade unions after re­ 
gaining their freedom. 
Currently, 
the 
department 
said, o n l y three such ap­ 
prenticeship training programs 
exist to U.S. prisons, and Ohio 
boasts two of them. The other 
which was the first, was ini­ 
tiated at McNeil Island Peni­ 
tentiary to the State of Wash­ 
ington to 1967. 
While only two Ohio institu­ 
tions, at Chillicothe and Ohio 
Reformatory at Mansfield, have 
such training presently under­ 
way, the program is expected to 
grow until it encompasses all 
seven correctional institutions 
within the Division of Correc­ 
tions. 
Martin A. Jams, department 
director, said “We to the de­ 
partment are most pleased to 
have added this type of train­ 
ing to our growing list of op­ 
portunities for inmates within 
Ohio’s correctional system. It is 
a prime example of the restruc­ 
turing of our training programs 
to insure job skills of inmates 
who ae paroled closely match 
existing job vacancies on the 
outside. 
Under the program inmates 
accepted for the course will 
have their hours credited to­ 
ward eligibility for union mem­ 
berships. Building trades and in­ 
dustrial unions require appren­ 
tices to complete 8,000 hours of 
training over four or five years.

Snow and wind swept New 
England again today, but it ap­ 
peared the worst was over from 
the record storm which crippled 
much of the region since mon­ 
day. 
In the far West a new storm 
in the Pacific posed a threat of 
more rain and wind in water­ 
logged sections of Southern Cali­ 
fornia by Friday. 
The death toll from the Nor­ 
theastern snowstorm and the 
West Coast floods and muds­ 
lides stood at 37. Of the dead, 27 
were in New England and most 
were from overexertion while 
shoveling snow. 
The storm which fell on New 
England 
Sunday 
and 
then 
stalled appeared finally to have 
broken loose. While snow contin­ 
ued through the night, amounts 
diminished gradually. 
Boston residents shoveled and 
slogged through 25 inches of 
snow, the heaviest accumulation 
ever for a single storm there. 
The second heavy storm in only 
two weeks also gave the city its 
snowiest February in history. 
Weight of the snows collapsed 
roofs at numerous points in New 
England. An arena roof col 
lapsed during a high school 
hockey game at Berlin. N.H., 
Wednesday night and killed a 
15-year-old player. 
Although most major 
high­ 
ways were open in Massachu­ 
setts, Civil Defense sookesmen 
warned that work crews were 
becoming exhausted and the 


snow was taking a heavy toll in 
equipment. 
Boston’s Logan International 
Airport, closed since Monday 
night, opened for limited opera­ 
tions 
Wednesday 
afternoon, 
many schools remained closed 
for a fourth day, however. 
In northern New England, 
some ski areas were closed be­ 
cause* of two much snow on the 
slopes and access roads. 
The weather bureau indicated 
the new storm building off the 
West Coast would not be as bad 
as the last several, which have 
combined to give Southern Cali­ 
fornia its worst winter in years. 


More Shelling 
Is Reported; 
Losses Rise 


SAIGON (AP) — The new en­ 
emy offensive against Saigon 
eased today, but U.S. intelli­ 
gence officers thought there 
would 
be 
more. 
Elsewhere 
across South Vietnam, the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese 
made more rocket and mortar 
attacks on some 50 towns and 
allied bases. 
It was the fifth day of the ene­ 
my’s spring offensive and their 
biggest effort in nine months. 
“The over-all intensity was 
less than tile previous night,” 
an American communique sa^d. 
“No significant enemy ground 
probes were reported. 
This was to sharp contrast to 
Wednesday, 
when 
U.S. 
and 
South V i e t n a m e s e troops, 
backed up by bomb and napalm 
spewing aircraft, repelled at­ 
tacks by more than 1,000 enemy 
soldiers on bases 15 to 20 miles 
north of Saigon. 
Working out from Bien Hon, 
one of the largest air bases in 
Vietnam, allied troops swept the 
blasted villages and fields out­ 
side the base after day-long 
fighting 
and 
encountered no 
m e a n i n g f u l resistance, a 
spokesman said. 
Officers from the 1st Air Cav­ 
alry Division guarding the Cam­ 
bodian border north of Saigon 
admitted that three regiments 
of the North Vietnamese 5th Di­ 
vision slipped past their de­ 
fenses to fight around Bien Hoa 
and neighboring bases. 
Casualty figures from the lat­ 
est offensive pushed the number 
of Americans killed since the 
start of the Paris peace talks 
last May to more than 9,000. At 
least 300 Americans are be­ 
lieved to have died in the fight-

4 Fume Deaths Spark GM Recall Campaign 


DETROIT (AP) — The deaths 
cf four persons by asphyxiation 
in their cars led to a General 
Motors recall of 2.4 million vehi­ 
cles—part of the largest recall 
to auto industry history—a cor­ 
poration s p o k e s m a n said 
Wednesday. 
Owners were asked to return 
the cars for correction of faults 
which could lead to seepage of 
exhaust fumes into passenger 
space. At the same time, anoth­ 
er 2.5 melton GM cars and 


trucks were recalled for the 
checking of possible carburetor 
defects. 
Just mailing the. notifications 
to the 4.9 million affected cus­ 
tomers will cost about $2 mil­ 
lion, GM said. 
The exhaust problem first 
came to light when Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Hunt and their 
niece, 
Susan 
Koehler, 
were 
found dead to their 1968 Chevro­ 
let Impala near Heber City, 
Utah, last July. Several days 


later, Mrs. Charles Dunaway 
was found asphyxiated to a 1966 
Impala near Baton Rouge. L. 
A spokesman said GM Investi­ 
gators discovered the Hunt car 
had been involved to an acci­ 
dent causing extensive damage 
to the front of the car’s under­ 
carriage as well as the front of 
the exhaust system. The car 
was driven 800 miles the next 
d ly without repair to the dam­ 
aged exhaust system, GM said. 
But in the case involving Mrs. 


Dunaway, exhaust fumes appar­ 
ently leaked from a rusty tail 
pipe through one of several 
openings in the trunk of the car 
and then into the passenger 
compartment, the firm said. 
A spokesman said no litiga­ 
tion currently is pending to ei­ 
ther cf the two death cases, al­ 
though two suits have beeu filed 
in two of about 30 complaints of 
dizziness and drowsiness, al­ 
legedly as a result of exhaust 
fumes. 


The spokesman said there had 
been 48 complaints of failure cf 
a plastic carburetor part which 
could result to sticking acceler­ 
ators and cars going out of con­ 
trol. One minor accident has 
been reported as a result cf 
such failure, the firm said. 
“The very few cases of possi­ 
ble defects which prompted the

“We fed everything we could 
see, about 35 mustangs.” said 
pilot Byron Clark after the first 
flight Wednesday. 
“We were on a tight schedule 
and kent moving. But we’ll go 
sen’ | back Thursday and see if they 
ate.” 
A sheriff’s posse and sports­ 
men’s club got together with 
helicopter service owner Ed 
Counts to provide the havlift by 
helicopter at a cost of $170 per 
flying hour. 
Counts estimated there were 
40 to 50 wild mustangs scatterpd 
along a 28-mile ridge on the 
9,000-foot Pine Nut mountains. 
“They’re up to their necks in 
snow. Thev haven’t got anv feed 
and they’re down to skin and 
bones,” he said. 
Clark said he set down right 
among the wild horses. The 
stronger ones ran away from 


hunger, stayed only about 80 
feet away. 
“One group of three with a 
colt were too tired to go any­ 
where,” he said.

Imagine a concrete which is “highly 


resistant to abrasion and freeze-thaw

That is the 
report made by a group of government 
scientists 
which

nuclear 
energy to produce a new building 
compound. 
Now undergoing additional testing, 
the “concrete polymer” tests four tim ­ 
es stronger than conventional concrete, 
according 
to 
researchers 
of 
the 
Atomic Energy Commission and the 


Department of Interior’s Bureau of 
Pteclamation. 
The process of manufacture involves 
radiation with cobalt-60, which changes 
the specially prepared concrete mix­ 
ture chemically. It hardens into a 
plastic substance. 
There is no mention of the economics 
involved in the new substance, and the 
cost obviously is an important part of 
any widely used building material. But 
the applications of a form of concrete 
which is virtually indestructible are 
obvious.

Financing To Be T oughest Part Of Ohio School Changes 


By Steve Drake 
Associated Press Writer 
The changes necessary for 
quality education in Ohio will 
require not only a huge financial 
outlay but also new methods of 
financing Ohio’s 646 school dis­ 
tricts. 
“ Financing underlies all of the 
major problems in our schools.” 
said Dr. Stayner Brighton, ex­ 
ecutive secretary of the Ohio 
Education 
Association. 
“The 
state gives too little financial 
support to the local districts and 
thus there is much inequality 
throughout the state—rich dis­ 
tricts next to poor districts.” 
The Ohio Department of Edu­ 
cation has recommended legis­ 
lation which would encourage 
districts to join together to max­ 
imize tile ability to offer ex­ 
panded education sendees. 
Martin W. Essex, state super­ 
intendent of public instruction, 
said his department did not plan 
any significant changes in the 
present 
financing 
of 
Ohio’s 
schools. 
But Rep. Ross G. Heintzel- 
man R-89 Canton called Ohio’s 
present tax structure “archaic.” 
“We must drop some of these 
horse and buggy taxes and re­ 
vamp the entire tax structure.” 
Heintzelman said. 
Critics of Ohio school financ­ 
ing say Ohio is not paying up 
to its potential as an industrial 
state. 
“Ohio is not spending enough 
money on schools in proportion 
to its potential.” savs Harold 
Strickland. Ohio field director of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
' XAACP). “We need to move 
away from property taxes to­ 
wards an income tax.” 
Figures released by the GEA 
show that Ohio spends $602 per 
pupil—$36 below the national 
average. New York spends Sl,- 
040 on each student: Pennsyl­ 
vania, $700: 
Kentucky. $503: 
West Virginia. $494: Indiana. 
$602: and Michigan, $620. 
The figures show that if Ohio­ 
ans spent the national per pupil 
average, it would require more 
than $86 million in additional 
funds for public schools. And to 
bring Ohio’s spending up to that 
of the national leader. New 
York—which has a state income 
tax—It would require an addi­ 
tional $11 billion. 
Ohio’s teachers are paid an 
average $7,759 per year — $158 
below the national teacher aver­ 
age of $7,908. To meet the na­ 
tional average would require an 


additional $14 million. 
More than $112 million would 
be necessary to meet New 
York’s average salary of $9,000 
and more than $157 million to 
meet the average $9,500—high­ 
est in the nation—paid to Cali­ 
fornia teachers. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes’ voca­ 
tional and technical education 
proposals—which most educators 
view as a necessary step for­ 
ward—will mean large expendi­ 
tures for construction and oper­ 
ating the planned 48 vocational 
and 30 technical schools around 
the state. 
The Division of Vocational 
Education of the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Education estimates 
that 
an 
average 
vocational 
school — planned for 1,000 stu­ 
dents—mil cost $3,851,486 to con­ 
struct and equip. Twelve of the 
schools are already in operation. 
It would cost about $139 million 
to 
build 
the 
remaining 
36 
schools. 
If Rhodes’ proposal 
passes the Legislature, the state 
will pay half the cost for the 
schools. 
In addition the governor, in 
his “Solutions for the Seventies,” 


proposed 30 new or expanded 
two-year technical schools. This 
would cost at least $105 million 
to build and equip. 
Several new methods of fi­ 
nancing education have been 
proposed. 
One of the most controversial 
is a “vendor’s excise tax” pro­ 
posed by Rhodes and state 
finance director Howard Collier. 
The proposal calls for no tax 
on sales under $30,000: one-half 
per cent for sales from $30,000 
to $100,000; one per cent on sales 
between $100,000 and $50,000; 
and one and a half per cent 
for sales of more than $500 000. 
Collier says the tax — which 
must be approved by the legis­ 
lature — would add about $132 
million to the general fund each 
year. 
But the proposal has come 
under fire from several sources 
including the Ohio State Council 
of Retail Merchants. 
George B. Hammond, execu­ 
tive director of the OSCRM, 
faulted the administration’s pro­ 
posal on three counts: 
— It 
assumes 
merchants 
should pay a tax that does not 


fall on other businesses: 
—It does not properly reflect 
the ability to pay since it as­ 
sumes a merchant with large 
volume has large profits; and 
—Merchants would be forced 
to try to pass the tax on to the 
consumers. 
Rep. C. J. McLin D-88 Day­ 
ton called the proposed excise 
tax “regressive” and added that 
“the state has too many re­ 
gressive taxes now.” 
“The state should have the 
guts to get taxes based on the 
ability to pay,” he added. 
Another proposal — Senate 
Joint Resolution No. 4 — spon­ 
sored by Sen. Walter E. Powell 
R-4 Fairfield, would establish a 
state pool for taxes on industrial 
property. The money collected 
from the industrial real estate 
tax would be distributed to all 
Ohio school districts on a per 
pupil basis. Non-industrial pro­ 
perty taxes would continue to 
be collected at the countv level. 
Such a proposal would elimi­ 
nate situations such as that in 
Gallia 
County. 
The

Kyger Creek School District— 
site of a big Columbus and

valuation of $84,670 while the 
valuation in the other four dis­ 
tricts in the county average only 
$7,000 per pupil.

Ohio’s schools include a state 
income tax and a state-wide 
income tax collected at the 
county level. 
“To help most of the counties 
in southeastern Ohio will require 
taxes which go to a statewide 
pool for distribution on a per 
pupil basis,” said John Palmer, 
superintendent of the Vinton 
County School District. “This 
would mean the Powell pro­ 
posal or a state income tax 
would help us the most.”

“First — a reorganization of 
districts to provide a larger tax 
base and to include rich and 
poor districts.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-O p- 
position to a bill to eliminate 
the five month minimum com­ 
mitment period for juveniles 
sent to the Ohio Youth Com­ 
mission appears to be surfacing. 
A Columbus juvenile court 
judge, John Hill, told the Senate 
Judiciary Committee Wednesday 
that there is “the fear that the 
Youth Commission would start 
releasing youths wholesale after 
three or four months.” 
Hill, who testified in favor of 
the bill, said he did not share 
this fear of many of his col­ 
leagues. 
He explained that most juven­ 


iles now spend more than five 
months in Youth Commission in­ 
stitutions, with 8.8 months being 
the avenage length of stay. 
Hill said when he commits a 
youngster to the Youth Commis­ 
sion, he feels it should be its 
responsibility to determine when 
they should be released. 
“ Parents and juveniles think 
of a commitment as a five- 
month 
sentence,” 
Hill 
said 
“And if the five months pass 
and a juvenile is not let out then 
he becomes a problem at the 
institution.” 
Hill said the institutions then 
“begin to have a problem with 
runaways.”

juvenile gets out,” Johnson said. 
No action was taken on the 
bill.
